Johannesburg. 


General Hamilton's column at Bos- 


chbank, which is close to the river, is 
about eight miles northwest of Wolve 
Hoek, Lord Roberts headquarters, and 
may be expected also to cross the Vaal 
and create a diversion on the flank of 
any Federal force in the neighborhood 
of Veresiging. 


As he has only about 15 miles to 


traverse the speedy announcementmay 
be expected that the British comman- 
der-in-chief himself has gained a foot- 
hold in the Transvaal.

Industrial Commission Urges 


Its Adoption by State 


Legislatures 


T Washing ton. May M.-Tlie Industrial 
•omraiMloa, in its report to congress on 
labor legislation, recommends Improve- 
ment* by state legislatures rafher than 
by centres* directly. 


"The aubject of greatest public laUr- 


•at today," says the report, "is perhaps 
that of the regulation of the hours of 
labor permitted in industrial occupation 
and especially in factories." A* con- 
•rese ha* no power to legislate directly 
in this matter, the commlasioti recom- 
mend* that a simple statute be enacted 
-by ail the state* regulating the length 
of the working day for »H persons be- 
tween the ag«s of 14 and tl year* who 
•work in factories. 


The report say» that the employment 


•f children below the age of 14 should b« 
prohibited in factories. The length oi 
the working day in ail public employ- 
ment should be Axed at tight hours. The 
same tine should be fixed for workmen 
in underground mines in cases of 
emergency. Employment in mines of 
children less than 14 year* of ac« and all 
wora«n and girls should be forbidd<e«. 


Congress might well enact that no per- 


son under 18 should be employed a* a 
telegraph operator upon railroad*, and 
that ail engineers and switchmen should 
submit to an examination for color 
blindness; also that it be madto a mis-- 
demeanor for an engineer or switchman 
to be intoxicated while on 6 ity. 
A 


simple and liberal law regulating the 
payment of labor should be adopted by 
all the states, providing that all laborers 
shall be paid in cash orders without dis- 
count, not in goods or due bills, and that 
no compulsion, direct or Indirect, should 
be used to make them purchase goods at 
any particular store. 


The question of the enforcement of the 


labor contract ky Injunction or con- 
tempt in equity process 1* a very difficult 
one, mainls' made so by the abuses 
which have arisen from 
injunctions 


carelessly issued. It is suggested that 
it might tve well to limit punishment for 
•xntempt to imprisonment for a brief 
period, but equity courts must not be 
deprived of the power to protect them- 
selves and to make their decrees re- 
*pected. 
The practice of awarding 


blanket injunctions against all the 
•world or ag-ainst unnamed defendants, 
as well as the practice of indirectly en- 
forcing the contract for personal service 
fcy enjoining employes from quitting 
•work, should be discouraged' not only by 
popular sentiment, but by Intelligent 
judicial opinion. 


Commissioners1 Smyth, and Harris 


unite In a minority report in which they 
express the opinion that it would be both 
vnjuet and impracticable to attempt any 
uniform laws regulating labor in all the 
•tales, if" labor and capital are to Have 
itheir full development. Commissioner 
Daniel, in a separate minority report, 
concurs in the spirit of the views- ex- 
pressed by Commissioners Smyth and 
Harris.

Trade is, if anything, quieter, and prices 
are lower than a week ago, while efforts 
toward a readjustment of productive 
capacity to present conditions are noted 
in several lines of industry, notably iron 
and steel and lumber. Unsettled con- 
ditions in the cotton trade and a large 
failure has tended to weaken quotations 
in several lines of speculative business. 
Rather better crop reports and the back- 
ward demand for cotton goods are of 
course partly responsible for the sharp 
break, but statistically the staples re- 
main very strong. Crop report* are, 
as a whole, good, except for whfat. 


Perhaps the most favorable report for 


the week as to distributive trade cornea 
from the grocery business. Advices 
from the dry goods trade are of back- 
ward demand at retail, affecting re- 
orders in many lines, but cotton goods 
production is still heavily sold ahead, 
and a marked decline in raw material 
will have to occur before effect is exer- 
cised upon finished products. Printed 
goods are selling relatively below th« 
basis of cost of the cruder forms'. Wool 
is weaker and manufacturers are still 
holding off. 


The boot and shoe market is dull, with 


manufacturers firm, but with jobber* 
asking for lower prices. 


In iron and steel the deadlock still con- 


tinues, buyers and sellers being apart, 
while the drift of values where business 
is actually accomplished is toward a 
lower range. 


Business is rather quiet at the east, 


partly owing to weather conditions. 
Following the spurt In retail business 
induced by the hot weather of last week 
there has come a quieting down, which 
is looked for to continue until the 
weather becomes more seasonable. A 
significant result of the quieting down 
of demand is noted in the reports from 
a number of cities of easier money rates 
and of funds accumulating at the banks. 


Business failures for the week num- 


ber 167, as compared' with 155 last week, 
and 158 in this week a year ago.

Min- 
isters may obtain from the librarian, 
Rev. G. A. Jaskson, application blanks 
for their local libraries to fill out, anff 
if the book Is on the shelves it will soon 
be forthcoming. A catalogue will soon 
be issued and low postage on library 
exchanges seems to be In prospect.

The firmness of Washington in main- 


taining neutrality in 1793 appears a 
greater achievement than the firm- 
ness of McKinley; and Hay, when all 
things are considered.

form of alliance at that time between 
France and the United States and the 
people had vivid memories of the war 
of the rebellion. The popular opposi- 
tion to England was very strong, and 
there is no greater proof of Washing- 
ton's statesmanship than his sound 
policy In that vexing emergency. The 
Monroe doctrine was then born. Had 
Jefferson had his way Genet would, 
have plunged this country in war. He 
took the right way of doing it. Not 
even being as courteous as the Boers 
to call at the state department, though 
well knowing he had a true friend 
there in Jefferson, he began fitting out 
privateers agaist England's commerce. 
He appealed to the people just as the 
Boers are now setting out to do and 
attempted In every way possible to in- 
volve the country in spite of the sov- 
ernment. But over the weakness of 
Jefferson, Washington enforced his re- 
call, a recall which onlv degraded him 
of his official standing, for h« remaned 
in this country to save his head and 
sunk into obscurity.

mother of Thomas O. Bates, who was 
recently reported killed in the Phll- 
ppines, received laajti evening from 
he war department at Washington the 
official record of the death, which is 
;he first of a local man in the Phll- 
ppines. This letter was from Thomas 
Ward, assistant adjutant genera], and 
was as follows: 


The only record thisN>fflce has of 


the death of the soldier Inquired of in 
the inclosed communication is that 
contained in this cablegram from the 
commanding general at Manila, un- 
der date of May 14, 1900, which, states 
as follows: 


"Thomas O. Bates, private, Co. F.,43 


Infantry, U. S. Vols. Died May 3, at 
Manial, P. I., of wounds received in 
action." 


"It Is the intention of the depart- 


ment that the remains of all soldiers 
who die in foreign parts, be brought 
to the United States at the govern- 
ment's expense for interment. This 
matter Is under the jurisdiction of the 
Quartermaster General, U. S. Army, 
Washington, D. C., to whom a. com- 
munication should be addressed, set- 
ting forth to what place it is desired 
his remains be sent upon arrival at 
San Francisco, Cal." 


Word will be sent by the family to 


have the body sent here for burial 
as reported in this paper some time 
ago. 


The details of Mr. Bates' death have 


been learned from newspaper dis- 
patches. He was one of the 39 Amer- 
icans who for 36 hours held off a force 
of 600 Filipinos, and it was in this 
brave action that Bates received the 
wound that caused his death. This 
was on April 29. Only seven of the 
Americans escaped without wounds. 


Mr. Bates was born in, Shaftsbury, 


Vt, in 18T6, and had lived in this city 
much of the time before his enlist- 
ment. His twin brother, William J. 
Bates, is a member of Company A, 
10th 
U. S. Infantry now in Cuba.

six MASTED SCHOONERS; 


Interest Aroaied by the Crmft 
Beln* Built at Bath, He. 


The six masted schooner which is be- 


ing built In the yard of Percy & Small 
at Bath, near Bangor, Me., la an object 
of great interest to people from far and 
near, and thousands have come from 
distant points to see what she looks 
like. As the Tessel, which is now near- 
ly framed out, lies in the yard she does 
not look to be so large as a five master 
near by, which is 34 feet shorter, but 
she is fully as big as her builders have 
said she would be. 


This big schooner is 301- feet 6 Inches 


long on the keel, 50 feet' beam and 28 
feet deep, and they figure that she will 
measure about 3,000 tons gross, or 
about 2,750 tons net 
This is larger 


than some of the big ships launched at 
Bath in recent years, says the New 
York Sun. Bath's latest ships have net 
tonnage as follows: Roanoke, 3,347; 
Arthur Sewall, 2,919; Edward Sewall, 
2,917; Shenandoah, 3,154; DMgo, 2,845; 
Erskine M. Fhelps, 2,715; Susquehan- 
na, 2,950. The schooner's keel is the 
longest ever laid for a wooden vessel 
on the Kennebee, being six inches lon- 
ger than the keel of the ship Roanoke, 
the largest ship ever built ia Maine. 
She is not much longer than, the five 
masted schooner John B. Prescott; but 
is six feet wider and five feet deeper 
and is expected to carry 5,200 tons of 
coal to the Prescotf s 4,400. The frame 
will be strapped diagonally with iron, 
and an iron plate an inch thick and a 
foot wide will be placed between the 
third and fourth strakes of her keelson 
throughout tfer length. Her keel will 
be of oak, 15 by 26 indies, and there 
will be nine sections in her keelson, 
each 14 inches square. 


This monster schooner will be launch- 


ed early In August, when Maine peo- 
ple will come from far and near to take 
part in the festivities of Old Home 
week. Before that, however, the six 
master now in course of construction 
at Camden, on Penobscot bay, will be 
in the water, it being planned to launch 
her on the Fourth of July with a big 
celebration. The Camden people say 
that their schooner will be bigger tnan 
that at Bath, just as their five master, 
the John B. Prescott, beat the Bath 
five master Nathaniel T. Palmer by, 
five tons in size— 2,249 to 2,244, net.

HISTORICAIJQCIETY 


Annual Public Meeting an 


Occasion of Great 


• Interest 


VARIOUS EDUCATIONAL TOPICS 


Reminit cencet ol North Adams Schtoli 
50 Years Ago. Dr. Batcont and 
Charles Bulkley Hubbtllof New 


York City Deliver Addresses 


There was a large attendance at the 


annual public meeting of the Fort 
Massachusetts historical society in the 
chapel of the Congregational church 
last evening, and the occasion was one 
of unusual interest. Two addresses, one 
by Dr. John Bascom of Williams col- 
lege, the president of the society, and 
one by Charles Bulkley Hubbell of 
New York city, with a paper of remin- 
iscences of the 'North Adams schools of 
50 years ago, made up the bulk of the 
program. These were of both timely 
and historical interest, and the paper 
on ths schools will be placed In the 
records of the historical society for Its 
unusual value in recalling the begin- 
mgs of the North Adams school sys- 
tem. 


The chsnei was prettily 
decorated 


with flags and palms. Neat historical 
society badges were sold to these 
present by a committee from the so- 
ciety. Dr. Bascom presided, and spoke 
briefly several times in addition to his 
address of the evening. 


The opening song, "Jerusalem, rny 


glorious home," was sung by a qut-r- 
tet consisting of Mrs. Frank Smith, 
Miss Blythe, John Heywood, Jr., and 
J. K. Smith, the accompaniment being 
played by Miss Smith. 


This wagi folowed by the treasurer's 


report by Mrs. Hannah Richmond, 
showing that the interest has been 
kept up and $1000 on the principal paid 
since the fort property was purchased. 
The secretary's report was read by the 
vice president, W. A. Gallup. In the 
absence of the secretary, E. A. Mc- 
Millin. This reviewed the work of the 
society and spoke of the loss the so- 
ciety suffered in the deaths of S. W. 
Brayton and Mrs. F. E. Swift. It closed 
with the hope that the membership 
could be increased and an invitation 
was extended to ervery one in Berk- 
shire county to join the society. 


Mrs. 
Dumville then re-ad a paper of 


reminiscences of the public schools of 
North Adams 50 years ago. This -\\EIS i 
written by Miss Phoebe Burlingame 
and was of great interest. The paper 
in full will bft published in the Tran- 
script within a few days. It gave an 
account of the early schools here, the 
first school of which there is any rec- 
ard having been started in 1780. One 
intersting feature was the fact that 
the first high school in North Adams 
v, as started 30 years before New York • 
city had a high school. 


Dr. Bascom was the next speaker, 


and he gave an interesting talk. He 
laid special emphasis on the necessity 
for character forming in the schools, 
saying that the great thing is to teach 
Pupils how to' live with one* another. 
Ethical instruction has not yet been 
sufficiently substituted for the old re- 
ligious tiainlng which has been done 
away with in the schools. It is the bus- 
iness of education to teach the true 
social and economic obligations, so 
that there may be no dlslionest pur- 
pose in those who are sent out from 
the schools. As a nation wa are dis- 
honest to the h'ghest ideals and our 
work in the world is faulty because of 
it. Good citiscrsliip should be the aim 
of all education and the best training 
for the future is to be found in the 
history of the past. It is along these 
lines that the work of a historical so- 
ciety becomes of most importance. 


Then came the address bv Mr. Hub- 


bell on "Expansion in education me- 
thods." Mr, Hubbell was 
formerly 


president of the board of education of 
New York, and gave a very valuble ad- 
dress. He sjwke of the general im- 
provement in methods and spoke of a 
number of minor ouestions m connec- 
tion with it. Amonsr those were the 
Elrnira syst<ln of physical training for 
refractory boys, and the tremendous 
evil of cigaret smoking1 among: tha 
school pupils in the ^yties.

amendment must Ije repealed and sev- 
eral million dark skinned citizens must 
be disfranchised; that education is a 
failure with reference to its cur- 
pose as related to the blacks, and that 
character and capacity don't count so 
much after all here, however current 
they may be in heaven. Our school 
boy& will have something to say about 
that pn-lty soon. What are we doing 
to pi-spare them to form sound opin- 
ions a.rd think out these and many 
other questions with their conscience 
as their only aid? The all powerful po- 
litical organization of New York has, 
for a long time extended what is 
known in the parlance of its members 
as the frozen hand to those who are 
not of them, and has now discovered 
that it takes an ice trust to fully de- 
velop the possibilities of its great and 
chilling purposes. Our school boys will 
be cc^'ed upon to take part In the 
settlement of questions which make 
su?h monstrous invasions of public 
righi- possible. 


The first requisite of better schools 


better teachers and better men an! 
women is that politics shall keep ita 
hands off the schools. It blights ivhere- 
ev&r ft touches. The party or politi- 
cal organization that 'seeks to keeo 
control of a school system for any 
reason should be discredited and dis- 
trusted bv all patriotic citizens. The 
best men in every community should 
l»e asked to administer our school 
affairs. It ig only right and just that 
men of education should be called unon 
to administer educational affairs and 
that illiterate, vain and self-seeking 
men should not be tolerated In. cosi- 
tlons of that character.

grade, recalcitrant sjvedmens of the 
human race are found to be worth 
redeeming and restoring, and when, so 
restored are established in useful cit- 
izenship. 
Processes fxf formation are 


found to be more valuable in societz 
than those of reformation. 
Special 


teachers, kindergartens and 
school 


houses are more cheaply and satis- 
factorily mafinflained than asylums, 
hospitals and jails Physical culture, 
music and manual training are most 
flotwerlful allies In transforming the 
waste of humanity into useful men 
and women. 
Every boy who leaves our public 


schools with a sound character, sound 
body and a sound mind is a distinct 
asset of the state and an integral ele- 
ment of strength in its maintenance. 
The hope for the future prosperity of. 
our institutions for the next twenty- 
five years is not so much In our crops. 
our industries or our foredgn trade.— 
it is in the character, capacity and 
intelligence of our public school boys.

NO POSSIBILITY OF STRIKES 


State Board of Arbitration the Final 


Authority to Settle Differences, 


Now in Use by Brockton Fac- 
tories and Considered Here 


Mention was made in this paper this 


week of the fact that John F. Tobin, 
president of the boot and shoe work- 
ers' union, was visiting the local shoe 
manufacturers of the city to interest 
them in the union stamp and the new 
arbitration agreement. As a result of 
his presentation of the matter, at least 
t-n o of the local manufacturers are con- 
sidering the ' question seriously of 
making their factories union, and em- 
adopting the union stamp. These would 
be the flist shops in this vicinity to 
take this action, and the changes that 
it would make will be of interest. The 
union stamp and arbitiation contract 
have been adopted by several of the 
larger factories in Brockton where they 
are giving much satisfaction. 


To secure the union stamp, manu- 


facturers sign an agreement with the 
national union, which makes the agree- 
ment only on consent of the local 
unions. The chief feature of the new 
form of agreement or contract is that 
it absolutely prevents the possibility of 
strikes or lock-outs, arbitration being 
accepted by both sides as final. 


Mr. Tobin claims that the demand for 


the union stamp on shoes is gi owing 
every day, and that manufacturers who 
have adopted it are quickly learning 
its advantages. A better idea can be 
gained of the new pUn from the fol- 
lowing abstracts including all the im- 
portant points from the revised form 
o: contract. 


The Union agrees 
to furnish 
its 


union stamp to the employer free of 
charge, to make no additional price for 
the use of the stamp, to make no dis- 
crimination between the employer and 
other arms, persons or corporations 
who may enter into an agreement with 
the union for the use of the union 
stamp, and to make all reasonable ef- 
fort to advertise the union stamp, and 
to create a demand for the union 
stamped products of the employer in 
common with other employers using the 
union stamp. 


In consideration of the 
foregoing 


valuable privileges, 
the 
employer j 


agrees to hire as shoe workers, only 
members of the Boot and Shoe Work- 
ers' union in good standing, and fur- 
ther ag»ees not to retain any shoe 
worker in his tmployment after re- 
ceiving notice from the union that 
such shoe wo^ter is objectionable to 
the union, either on account of being in 
arrears for dues, or disobedience of 
union rules or laws, or from any other 
cause. 


The employer agrees that he will not 


cause or allow the union stamp to be 
placed on any goods not made in the 
factory for which the use of the union 
stamp was granted. 


It is mutually agreed that the union 


will not cause or sanction any strike, 
and that the employer will not lock 
out his employes while this agreement 
is in force. All questionsi of wages or 
conditions of labor which cannot be 
mutually agreed upon shall be sub- 
mitted to the Massachusetts 
state 


board of arbitration, whose decision 
shall be final and binding upon the em- 
ployer, the union and the employes, 


The union agrees to assist the em- 


ployer In procuring competent shoe 
workers to fill the places of any em- 
ployes who refuse to abide by section 
four of this agreement, or who may 
\vithdraw or be expelled from the Boot 
and Shoe Workers' union. 


The employer agrees that the union 


collectors working in the factory shall 
not be hindered or obstructed in col- 
lecting dues of members working in the 
factory. 


The employer agrees that the general 


president of the union, or his deputy 
upon his written order, may visit the 
employes in the factory at any time. 


The employer agrees that the union 


is the lawful owner of the union stamp. 


The union agrees that no person ex- 


cept the general president, or hlc 
deputy upon his written order, shall 
have the right to demand or receive the 
union stamp from the employer. 


Should the employer violate this 


agreement, he agrees to surrender the 
union stamp or stamps in his posses- 
sion to the general president, and that 
the said general president, or his dep- 
uty, may take the said stamp or stamps 
wherever they may be, without being 
liable for damages or otherwise. 


In case the said employer shall for 


any cause fail to deliver said stamp or 
stamps to the general president or his 
deputy, as provided in this agreement, 
the employer shall be liable to the gen- 
eral president in the sum of two hun- 
dred (200) dollars, as liquidated dam- 
ages, to be recovered by the general 
president in an action of contract, 
brought in the name of the general 
president, for the benefit of the union, 
against the employer. 


This agreement shall remain in force 


until 


Should either party desire to alter, 


amend or annul this agreement, it 
shall give a written notice thereof to 
the other party three months before ex- 
piration of the agreement; and if the 
parties fail to give such notice, the 
agreement shall be in force for another 
year, and so on from year to year, un- 
til such notice is given.
